I7 WILL BE NOTED IN THE TABLE ON CLINIC ACTIVITIES THAT DURING 1941 ALMOST 
1900 FEWER SYPHILIS PATIENTS МЕЛЕ TREATED THAN WERE TREATED DURING THE PEAK YEAR OF
